Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/12/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In regards to claim 19, Examiner maintains the rejection under 35 USC 
1 12(2) because the claimed apparatus is incomplete. In the claim, limitations are 
directed to delivery of therapy, yet the two claimed elements (memory and a processor) 
are incapable of delivering therapy alone. A complete apparatus should include a 
means to deliver therapy. 

2. Additionally, Applicant argued that Torgerson et al. (US 5,893,883, hereinafter 
"Torgerson") fails to disclose all elements of the independent claims 1,19, and 38 
because Torgerson is lacking "detecting the defined event and providing therapy to a 
patient via the medical device according to the therapy information in response to the 
detection". Applicant further argued that Torgerson's disclosure of manually inputting a 
physical activity does not anticipate the detection step. This is not found moving 
because, even though an embodiment requires a user to input a physical activity (per 
col. 9, line 57), the processor must still recognize that the user has indicated the activity. 
In this sense, the processor detects the event based on the user's input. This is well 
within the scope of "detecting", as indicated by claims 2, 20, and 39 of the instant 
application. 

3. In regards to claim 4, Applicant further argued that Schallhorn (US 6,120,467, 
hereinafter "Schallhorn") fails to teach defining an event based on the sensor output and 
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subsequently detecting the event or comparing the sensor output to the defined event. 
Regardless of whether Schallhorn teaches these elements, Schallhorn was relied on for 
the teaching of utilizing a sensor to determine events. Schallhorn clearly does define 
events based on a sensor output, as indicated in the abstract of the disclosure. 
Examiner maintains the position that categorizing an activity is defining an event in its 
broadest reasonable interpretation. The primary reference (Torgerson) provides the 
other limitations of claim 4.
